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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 6-15, drawn to a deal capture system for entry of deal capture 
information for further processing, classified in class 715, subclass 507; 

II. Claims 16-22, drawn to a deal management system for receipt and 
processing of said deal capture information, classified in class 705, 
subclass 37; or 

III. Claims 23 - 25, drawn to a system comprising a deal capture system and 
a deal management system, classified in class 705, subclass 35. 

The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because: 

Subcombinations Usable Together 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination, Invention III. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not 
overlap in scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one 
subcombination is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination I has 
separate utility such as a data capture system has separate utility as a record-keeping 
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device and/or general input device; and subcombination II has separate utility such as a 
system of processing and/or acting upon inputted data. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together.
